you the following for publication in your paper, taken 
from Mr. Newell's journal, and doubt aot it will prove 

ing to your readers. 

Ae many of your readers may be unacquainted with 
the history of the original settlers of the Island, it may 
not be amiss to state for their information, thut they 
were part of the crew of the Hnglish ship Bounty, 
Lieut. Bligh, commander, which sailed from Engla 
in 1787, for the purpose of carrying the bread fruit 
plants from Otaheite to the West Indies. She arrived 
sufe at Otaheite, obtained the plants, and sailed thence - 
in April, 1789. On the 28th of the same month, a 
considerable part of the crew mutinied and obtained 
possession of the ship, and after they had put all the 
Officers, * those of the crew not to be depended on, 
iuto the ship's Jaunch, and sent them adrift in the 
open ocean, heve the ship abeut, and returned to 
Otaheite. In the latter part of the same year, part of 
the mutineers seized the ship, and after enticing on 

» and confining below, several of the natives, 
males and females, they made sail from the Island : but 
for what place, no one on shure could tell. Lieut. 
Bligh, and most of hie companions in the launch, after 
euduting many perils aud hardships, arrived at Timor, 

4 via Batavia, reactred Engiand im March, 1790. 
Na Nov. of the same year, tle british government 
fitted dut the ship Pandora, Edward Edwards, master, 
far the purpose of Gading, if possible, the Bounty and 
lhe mutiuecrs: She arrived at Otabeite, apprehended 
and took on board all the mutineers left on the Island, 
and proceeded to cruise among the Islands in those 
seas for the Bounty's crew, but was unable to discover 
the Jeast trace of either; and on her return to Eng- 
land she was lost near Endeavour Streights, the 28th 
of August, 1791, and 31 of the crew, and 4 of the 
mutineers were drowned, and 89 of the crew, and 10 
of the mutineers were saved, who reached ‘Timor in 
the ship's boats the 16th of September, and thence 
went to England, where some of the mutineers were 
executed, and the remainder were pardoned. 
Nothing was heard of the Bounty or of the mutineers 
who leit Otaheite in her, for many years after, and it 
was generally believed they were not in existence ; 
bat in Feb. 1808, as the smp Topaz of Bosten, Mat- 
| thew Folger, master, was prosecuting her voyage in 
those seas, for seals, she passed near Vitcairn’s Island 
and discovered emoke on it. Ar it wae laid down in 
all the charts as uninhabited, the curiosity of Capt. 
F. was excited, and he ran in elase to the Island; got 

















by a canoe with several young men in it, who huiled 
him in English,much te the surptite of himself and those 
in the boat ; but the surprise and wonder of Capt. F. 
was much greater, when he learned they were de- 
scendants of the mutineers of the Bounty. ‘The Topaz 
was the first vessel with which they had had any com- 
munication. They were.visited for the second time, 
in Sept. 1814, (altogether by accident, having no 
knowledge of Capt. F's. visit) by the British frigates 
Briton and Tagus, Com. Sir Thomat Staines, (who 
was as much surprized as Capt. Folget;) and for the 
third time by the Sultan. A particular and interesting 
aeconant of the visits of Capt. Folger, and Sir Thomas 
Stainee, may be fecnd in the voyages published by 
Capt. Amasa Delano in this place a few years since.

Since that time, which was in the year 1800, he has 
been constantly employed jn the duties of le 
He never eats without first saying grace, and alwayd 
repeats balfadozen prayers before lying down to 
sleep ; and every person on the Island, young or old, 
ubeerves, invariably, the same practice: ere are 
several of their offspring, nive of whom are grown up ; 
the eldest about 25 of 26 years of age. There are

- An extract from the Rev. Professor Everett's 
Christmas-sermon, delivered at the Stone Cha- 
pel, in this town, apd. published in the Daily 
Advertiser of the 26th ult. has attracted con- 
siderable notice, and occasioned much conver- 
sation. We are not certain, that-this extract is 
more remarkable, than other parts of the per- 
formance; but being more completely in pos- 
session of the publick, itis more properly the 
subject..of newspaper comment. We.do not 
intend, however, to-confine ourselves to this 
“ extract,” nor to this single sermon, indeed ; 
but shall, either on this, or on some future occa- 


sion, go pretty largely into the merits, and pe-

bitions of himself. For the. present, however, 
we shall confine ourselves to the task, which 
we hope asi easy one, 6f reconciling Mr. E. to 
our State Convention, and attempting to ‘raise 
his opinion of their generel character and prin. 


Before we proceed, it is our duty to ourselves 


to say, that we are the sincere friends of Har. 
vard University ;—friends to each and every 
member of its administration ;—friends to it on, 
its present foundation, believing that no man or 
pody of men, other than its own governors, 
no convention or legislature, have any right or 
colour of right, to intermeddle with its affairs,’ 
so long as it acts within the purview of its char- 
ter ;—we are friends to. the support.of publick 
worship. by legal provision, - believing it the 
right, and the most solemn duty of every com- 
manity, to make suitable provision, effectual pro- 
vision for this vital object ;—we are friends,. 
too, to Mr. Everett, and were we personally ac- 
quainted with him, we should add our private 
admonition to this publick remonstrance, against 
his usual manner of delivering himself, and 
particularly against his treatment of our Con- 
| vention. 


In the first place, the studies and vocation of. 
the Professor have not fitted him for a practical 
statesman. It may be, that his opinions are 
generally correct on political subjects; but we 
think he has no peculiar right to arraign a body 
of men, amongst whom we number a great pro- 
portion of our eminent politicians, lawyers, 
judges. It is often a subject of remark, th 
men attached to our college, orto any college, 
and clergymen, although all excellent men, and 
eminent for learning, and well wishers to the 
cause of good order and sober government, are 
still, almost without exception, totally deficient 
in political judgement, and that sort: of. skill 
‘which can adapt publick measures to the tem- 
per of the times and of the people. Without 
this sort of tact, all learning and good. wishes;:
